To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Mexborough  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  includes 
information  concerning  the  environmental  services  which  are 
the  direct  responsibility  of  the  Urban  District  Council  and  a 
further  report  on  the  personal  health  services  and  the  school 
health  services  which  are  administered  by  the  Council's 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for 
the  County  Council. 

There  were  283  live  births  registered  and  6  infant  deaths, 
four  of  these  being  associated  with  prematurity,  defect  at  birth 
or  birth  injury.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  the  second 
lowest  recorded.  There  was  no  maternal  death.  The  mort¬ 
ality  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  the  second  lowest 
recorded  and  the  case  incidence  was  the  lowest  recorded.  The 
population  has  shown  a  gradual  decline  since  the  peak  figure 
of  19,300  in  1946  —  the  decline  is  continuing  and  is  due  to 
the  emigration  of  families  to  the  surrounding  districts  where 
housing  accommodation  has  been  provided  by  the  Coal  Industry 
Housing  Association  or  by  private  enterprise.  Within  the 
Mexborough  boundaries  building  land  is  unfortunately  severely 
restricted.  One  consequence  is  that  Mexborough  has  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  total  population,  an  increasing  number  of  older  people. 
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No  progress  has  been  made  in  the  declaration  of  smoke 
control  areas,  yet  it  is  common  knowledge  that  the  atmosphere 
is  grossly  polluted  by  both  industrial  and  domestic  smoke. 

In  April  1960  the  County  Council  introduced  a  scheme 
to  provide  free  chiropody  service  for  persons  of  pensionable 
age,  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers.  The  scheme 
has  operated  efficiently,  although  there  was  some  congestion 
in  the  initial  stages  owing  to  the  large  number  of  visits  the 
Health  Visitors  were  obliged  to  make.  The  Chiropodist  s  fees 
are  paid  by  the  Voluntary  organisations  in  the  first  place  and 
the  amount  is  reimbursed  to  the  Voluntary  organisation  by 
the  County  Council.  The  service  is  of  great  assistance  to  the 
aged  particularly.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  year  1960  was  one  of  progress,  marking  the 
commencement  of  the  second  Five  Year  Slum  Clearance 
Programme. 

The  oldest  and  worst  properties  in  the  town,  namely,  Clayfield 
Road,  Wilson  Street,  Wath  Road,  Wragby  Row  and  Cowood 
Street,  had  gone  and  new  accommodation  had  been  provided 
in  Clayfield  Road,  Wath  Road  and  the  Highwoods  Estate. 
The  second  five  year  programme  was  commenced,  during  which 
period  it  was  estimated  that  a  further  200  houses  would  be 
swept  away.  The  number  of  owner-occupiers  appeared  to  be 
on  the  increase  and  more  and  more  owners  were  taking  advant¬ 
age  of  the  Improvement  Grants  and  installing  bathrooms  into 
their  houses.  I  would  like  to  see  more  landlords  of  tenanted 
houses  availing  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 

Very  little  progress,  if  any  was  made  in  the  matter  of 
cleansing  the  atmosphere,  the  matter  of  Clean  Air  Zones  again 
being  deferred  until  the  settlement  of  the  question  of  Con¬ 
cessionary  Coal.  The  main  source  of  industrial  pollution  was 
still  the  National  Coal  Board  Coking  and  By-Products  Plant 
at  Manvers  Main  Colliery. 

100%  inspection  of  meat  was  carried  out  throughout 
the  year,  even  though  it  meant  overtime  work  by  the  Additional 
Inspector  and  myself,  particularly  at  the  weekends.  Improve¬ 
ments  were  made  to  several  food  premises  and,  on  the  whole, 
the  standard  was  reasonably  satisfactory. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  was  operated 
weekly  and  there  were  no  serious  delays.  By  the  introduction 
of  a  mechanical  press,  the  output  of  waste  paper  was  more  than 
doubled,  thus  reducing  the  amount  of  paper  for  disposal  at 
the  refuse  tip. 
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It  is  my  duty  to  record  the  interest  and  support  of  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  the 
work  of  this  Department  and  it  is  only  by  their  keenness  and 
ready  co-operation  that  progress  can  be  made. 

It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  record  my  thanks  and  apprec¬ 
iation  of  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  work  throughout  the  year 
and  also  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

(b)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions 


The  Registrar-General's  estimated  population  for  mid- 
June  1960  of  18,580  again  showed  a  decrease  of  20  in  the 
population  compared  with  the  estimate  for  1959.  The  pop¬ 
ulation  has  shown  a  gradual  decline  since  the  peak  figure  of 
19,300  in  1946. 

There  was  also  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses,  due  to  the  fact  that  in  1960,  98  houses  were  demolished 
in  Slum  Clearance  areas  and  only  62  new  dwellings  were 
completed  during  the  year  ;  60  by  the  Local  Authority  and  2 
by  private  enterprise.  The  number  of  persons  per  house 
averages  3-3,  and  the  housing  density  per  acre  remains  at  3-8. 

There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  rateable  value  of  the  town 
from  £171,300  in  1959  to  £170,178  in  1960.  However,  the 
net  product  of  Id.  rate  remained  at  £675. 

Rain  fell  on  161  days  and  the  rain  fall  for  the  year  was 
27-9  inches  nearly  twice  the  rain-fall  for  1959.  The  mean 
temperature  also  fell  to  50*2°F.  from  51*49°. 

There  were  no  serious  unemployment  difficulties  in  the 
towrn  during  1960.

The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  where 
the  Medical  Director  is  Dr.  L.  A.  Little  and  at  Sheffield 
(Medical  Director  Dr.  E.  H.  Gillespie)  carry  out 
bacteriological  examinations.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948— SECTION  47 

This  section  of  the  Act  is  concerned  with  the  compulsory 
removal  of  persons  from  their  homes  on  a  Court  Order  or  in 
an  emergency  on  an  Order  signed  by  two  medical  practitioners 
and  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Such  persons  may  be  removed  to  a  County  Home  or  a 
Hospital,  provided  that  all  the  sections  of  the  Act  are  satisfied. 
It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  section  in 
1960. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  on  a  weekly  basis  and  a  total  of  314,449  bin  premises 
were  cleansed.  As  in  former  years,  six  refuse  collection  rounds 
were  worked  with  six  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  collection  vehicles. 
A  total  of  24  employees  were  engaged  on  this  work.  There 
were  no  special  difficulties  encountered. 

The  Council  continued  the  Municipal  Bin  Scheme  and 
349  new  dustbins  were  issued  as  replacements.  This  figure 
is  exactly  100  less  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  next  annual  figure  may  be  further  reduced. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

Tipping  was  continued  at  the  Coalfield  s  Brickyard 
Controlled  Tip  where  a  Fordson  Major  Tractor  with  one 
employee  was  operating.  Some  difficulties  were  experienced 
during  the  Summer  months  from  children  invading  the  tip  and 
causing  fires,  but  these  were  quickly  brought  under  control. 
Soil  from  the  neighbouring  housing  sites  were  delivered  to  the 
tip  and  used  for  covering  purposes.  A  total  of  4,754  loads  of 
refuse  were  deposited. 

In  addition  1,304  loads  of  trade  refuse  were  dealt  with. 
Salvage 

The  amounts  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  which 
became  available  were  found  to  be  on  the  increase  and  were 
far  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  could  be  handled  by  one 
hand-worked  press.  The  press  was  obsolete  and  had  been 
in  service  for  several  years,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  instal 
an  electric  press.  This  was  delivered  during  August,  1960, 
and  from  this  date  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  amount  of  waste 
paper  handled  was  two  and  a  half  times  more  than  that  with 
the  hand-worked  press.  The  total  income  from  Salvage,  which 
was  99%  waste  paper,  was  £990.  19s.  9d.  as  against 

£561.  2s.  Od.  of  the  previous  year.  Apart  from  the  increased, 
income  there  was  also  an  advantage  of  being  able  to  bale  all 
the  waste  paper  and  cardboard  collected  instead  of  having  to 
dispose  of  a  goodly  proportion  at  the  refuse  tip.  Rags  and 
metals  were  in  very  short  supply,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact 
that  small  rag  and  metal  dealers  were  combing  the  District 
thoroughly.

Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice 

Free  service  was  given  to  house  holders  and  service 
given  to  business  premises  was  chargeable.  One  full  time 
Rodent  Operator  was  employed  on  the  work,  and  frequent 
surveys  on  Council  owned  properties,  e.g.  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
farm,  and  treatments  where  necessary,  were  given.  A  10% 
test  of  the  sewerage  system  was  made,  when  only  one  small 
area  was  found  to  be  infested  by  rats  to  a  minor  degree. 
Block  control  was  put  into  operation  in  that  particular  area. 

Frequent  visits  were  paid  to  allotment  premises  within 
the  Urban  District  particularly  those  where  animals  were  kept.

DISINFESTATION 

The  free  disinfestation  service  was  continued  and  treat¬ 
ment  and  advice  given  where  necessary.  There  was  also  a 
weekly  free  issue  of  insecticide  to  needy  cases.  As  in  former 
years  cockroaches  were  the  most  prevalent  of  insect  pests, 
although  the  number  of  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  were  23  less  than  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
This  decline  has  been  evident  since  1958  and  is  due,  no  doubt, 
to  the  demolition  of  old  houses  in  the  Slum  Clearance 
Programme. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  infestations  by  bed  bugs, 
which  were  very  prevalent  several  years  ago,  have  dropped  to 
a  minimum,  and  in  fact,  there  were  only  1 1  small  infestations 
throughout  the  year.  The  number  of  fly  infestations  also  fell 
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and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  population  is  becoming  more 
'‘fly-minded”,  and  several  types  of  aerosols  on  the  market  are 
being  purchased.  Malathion  was  used  by  the  Department 
against  flies  and  found  to  be  very  successful. 

A  routine  inspection  and  treatment  of  all  slum  clearance 
tenants  was  carried  out  before  removal  to  a  new  house.

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Attendances 

261  expectant  mothers  made  1,013  attendances.  The 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the  Divisional  Area  are  attended  by 
Dr.  J.  C.  MacWilliam  who  holds  a  joint  appointment  with 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  His  duties  include  those  of  Medical  Officer 
in  Charge  of  the  Maternity  Unit  at  the  Montagu  Hospital, 
Mexborough. 

Ante-Natal  Relaxation  Classes  conducted  by  the  District 
Midwives  are  held  at  the  Mexborough  Clinic  each  Monday 
afternoon.  Expectant  mothers  made  276  attendances  during 
the  year  at  these  classes. 


Family  Planning  Clinics 

The  Mexborough  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning 
Association  hold  clinics  in  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Adwick 
Road,  Mexborough  on  each  Tuesday  evening  from  6-15  to 
7-30  p.m.

MIDWIFERY  -  Section  23 

There  are  three  District  Midwives  employed  by  the 
County  Council  in  the  Mexborough  Urban  District.  All  have 
motor  cars  which  they  are  authorised  to  use  in  the  course  of 
their  official  duties  and  all  three  are  accommodated  in  houses 
provided  by  the  District  Council.  One  midwife  undertakes 
relief  work  in  Conisbrough  as  well  as  in  Mexborough.  A  fourth 
midwife  living  in  Mexborough  includes  part  of  Denaby  Main 
in  her  district. 

Approximately  40%  of  all  births  in  this  area  take  place 
in  hospital,  where  as  the  Cranbrook  Report  recommends  that 
75%  of  midwifery  cases  should  be  confined  in  hospital. 
Obviously  more  hospital  beds  are  required  for  midwifery  if 
the  recommended  figure  is  to  be  reached.

The  staff  consists  of  two  qualified  Health  Visitors  and 
one  Assistant  Health  Visitor.  The  fully  qualified  Health 
Visitors  hold  the  Health  Visiting  Certificate  in  addition  to 
being  S.R.N.  and  S.C.M.  They  are  employed  on  a  full  range 
of  duties  including  the  School  Health  Service,  T.B.  Health 
Visiting,  supervision  of  the  Home  Help  Service  and  they  also 
maintain  a  watchful  eye  on  the  more  frail  of  the  older  members 
of  the  community.  They  attend  at  all  School  Clinics,  Ante-

L  Nursing  Equipment  in  the  Home 

Each  District  Nurse  has  a  small  supply  of  urine  bottles, 
bed  pans,  bed  rests,  air  rings  and  mackintosh  sheets  for  issue 
to  patients  on  her  district  where  necessary.  A  reserve  pool  of 
these  items  is  available  at  Mexborough.  Other  items  of 
equipment  including  hospital  beds,  mattresses,  wheelchairs, 
fracture  boards,  walking  aids,  spinal  carriages  etc.  are  also 
made  available  on  loan,  as  and  when  required. 


2.  Hospital  After-Care 

A  Health  Visitor  attends  at  the  Montagu  Hospital, 
Mexborough  each  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoon  to  discuss 
with  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  at  the  hospital  any  problems 
which  might  be  raised  in  connection  with  the  needs  of  patients 
being  treated  in  hospital  and  make  arrangements  for  their 
after-care  upon  discharge.  In  this  connection,  background 
reports  on  the  home  conditions  of  patients  are  supplied  to  the 
hospital  staff  and  advance  provision  is  made  for  Home  Help 
Services  or  District  Nurse  as  necessary. 

Similar  duties  are  performed  at  the  Fullerton  Hospital, 
Denaby  Main  by  another  Health  Visitor. 


3.  Tuberculosis  After-Care 

A  Health  Visitor  is  also  employed  as  Liaison  Officer 
with  the  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Mexborough. 
The  Health  Visitor’s  duties  include  the  checking  of  the  clinic 
records  to  ascertain  which  of  the  known  contacts  of  new  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  have  not  attended,  so  that  these  can  be  follow¬ 
ed  up.  Any  special  problem  relating  to  the  care  and  after-care 
of  patients  is  also  discussed. 
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The  County  Council  operates  a  scheme  whereby  active 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  can  be  provided  with  two 
pints  of  milk  each  day  free  of  charge.  These  grants  are  based 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician. 

The  Doncaster  T.B.  Care  Committee  which  is  grant 
aided  by  the  County  Council,  have  provided  clothing,  shoes 
etc.  for  needy  patients  in  the  area.

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The  scheme  is  operating  efficiently  although  in  the  first 
instance,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  visits  that  the  Health 
Visitors  were  obliged  to  make,  there  was  some  congestion. 
The  majority  of  the  treatments  are  for  nail  trimming.  The 
Chiropodist  fees  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  to  the 
Voluntary  Associations  concerned.  All  the  accounts  are 
certified  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  on  receipt  and  are 
forwarded  to  the  County  Treasurer  for  payment.  The  service 
is  of  great  assistance  to  the  aged.

Domestic  help  may  be  provided  where  there  is  a  need 
in  a  household  where  some  person  is  ill,  mentally  defective,  or 
aged,  or  where  a  mother  is  being  confined  or  is  an  expectant 
mother  and  in  cases  where  the  mother  may  have  been  admitted 
to  hospital  and  there  are  children  below  compulsory  school 
leaving  age. 

The  service  is  not  a  free  one  and  each  applicant  is 
assessed  but  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  of  aged  and  chronic 
sick  no  charge  is  made. 

A  24  hour  service  can  be  provided  covering  night  duty, 
provided  this  is  authorised  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
and  the  County  Medical  Officer  is  notified. 
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The  Horne  Help  must  be  prepared  to  go  into  any  home 
to  take  over  and  carry  on  the  duties  of  the  housewife  in  times 
of  sickness  and  emergency.  She  must  be  prepared  to  take 
over  the  whole  work  of  the  household  and  to  turn  her  hand 
to  anything  which  normally  falls  to  the  lot  of  a  housewife, 
cooking,  cleaning  and  care  of  the  children.  She  should 
endeavour  to  use  the  assistance  from  relatives,  neighbours,  or 
voluntary  organisations  for  shopping  and  other  details  which 
can  be  conveniently  delegated  and  so  conserve  her  own  time. 
She  may  be  required  to  devote  the  whole  of  her  time  between 
two  households.  She  may  have  to  undertake  the  marketing 
for  several  old  people,  to  see  the  children  dressed  and  off  to 
school,  or  give  the  ‘house  a  thorough  cleaning  or  to  do  the 
family  washing. 

A  Home  Help  must  not  undertake  any  midwifery  or 
nursing  duties.

With  the  coming  of  the  1959  Mental  Health  Act,  the 
service  had  to  be  re-organised  to  meet  the  demands. 
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The  Act  reflects  a  change  of  attitude  towards  mental 
disorder.  This  is  without  doubt,  due  to  the  acceptance  of 
expert  opinion  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  whose  recommend¬ 
ations  the  new  legislation  is  based.  While  there  remains  in 
the  public  mind  many  misconceptions  about  mental  disorder, 
there  is  nevertheless,  a  growing  awareness  of  problems  which 
have  to  be  faced.  The  process  of  enlightenment  of  the  public 
will  inevitably  take  time  but  will  be  accelerated  as  a  result  of 
the  progressive  implementation  of  the  Act.  With  this  in  mind, 
a  Mental  Health  Exhibition  was  held  on  the  13th,  14th  and  15th 
July,  at  the  same  period  the  Training  Centre,  at  Wath-upon- 
Dearne  was  open  to  inspection  by  the  public. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  Mrs.  F.  H.  Redman 
continues  to  attend  the  psychiatric  out-patients  department  at 
the  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley  ;  this  liaison  with  the  Hospital 
Clinics  and  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  is  invaluable  to  the 
Mental  Health  Service. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  visits  made  to  mentally  ill 
patients  increased  and  made  it  possible  for  more  patients  to  be 
admitted  to  hospital  on  an  informal  basis  in  compliance  with 
the  new  Act. 

Co-operation  with  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  and 
the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
proved  an  excellent  arrangement  and  made  it  possible  for  2 
patients  to  be  referred  for  long  term  rehabilitation  and  assisted 
in  placing  more  patients  in  employment. 

The  Training  Centre  at  Oak  Road,  Wath-upon-Dearne 
continues  to  render  valuable  service  to  the  70  trainees  aged 
from  4 — 36  years  who  attend  daily  for  instruction.  It  is  a 
purpose  built  centre  and  has  been  so  successful  that  it  is 
already  being  enlarged  to  accommodate  100  trainees.  They 
receive  instruction  in  manual  crafts,  housecrafts,  social 
behaviour,  physical  education,  country  dancing,  music,  games 
and  dancing.  The  adult  women  are  skilled  at  embroidery  and 
dressmaking. 
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During  Mental  Health  Week,  120  visitors  from  the 
surrounding  area  visited  the  Centre  which  is  supervised  by 
Mrs.  P.  M.  Winstanley.  The  whole  staff  and  trainees  had  a 
day  trip  to  Hornsea  on  July  the  7th.  The  smaller  children 
being  taken  separately  to  Locke  Park,  Barnsley  on  the  21st  July. 

A  Christmas  Party  which  was  most  enjoyable  was  held 
on  the  15th  December,  followed  by  a  Carol  Service  on  the  21st. 

We  have  an  active  Parent  Teacher’s  Association  and 
in  addition  have  valued  the  assistance  of  the  Wath  &  District 
and  Mexborough  Association  for  the  Parents  of  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children  and  the  Rawmarsh  Society  for  Spastics 
who  have  all  assisted  in  social  activities,  outside  the  Training 
Centre. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  84  trainees  on  the 
register.  It  is  becoming  apparent  to  me  that  the  training  for 
the  adult  section  will  have  to  become  much  broader  in  scope, 
possibly  on  the  lines  of  sheltered  workshops  but  this  would  not 
have  been  possible  without  initial  training. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

There  are  more  than  11,000  pupils  attending  school  in 
the  Health  Division  area.  Medical  examination  is  arranged  on 
school  entry,  on  transfer  to  Junior  Mixed  School  and  on  entry 
and  leaving  the  Secondary  School.  These  examinations  are 
the  minimum — if  a  scholar  is  not  making  progress  according  to 
his  known  ability  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Head  of  the 
School  and  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  ascertain  the  reason. 
This  may  be  simple — poor  vision,  deafness,  or  much  more 
difficult  or  complex,  general  emotional  disturbance  due  to 
factors  quite  possibly  outside  the  school  itself.  Such  cases 
require  careful  investigation.  The  Family  Doctor  is  consulted 
and  the  services  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  are  readily 
available  with  the  full  backing  of  the  Sheffield  Children’s 
Hospital  and  other  specialist  departments  if  such  assistance 
is  required. 
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The  Child  Health  Specialist,  Dr.  C.  C.  Harvey  is  also 
Advisor  to  the  County  Council  and  conducts  clinics  at  Adwick 
Road,t  Mexborough  and  at  all  the  hospitals  in  the  area. 
Written  reports  are  referred  to  both  the  Family  Doctor  and  the 
School  Medical  Officer,  and  naturally  no  pupil  is  referred  for 
Consultant  opinion  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the 
Family  Doctor. 

An  interesting  advance  now  firmly  established  is  a 
Progress  Clinic  held  by  the  Consultant  at  Adwick  Road, 
Mexborough.  To  this  clinic  pre  school  children  may  be 
referred  for  observation  on  progress  and  development  :  this  is 
a  vitally  important  matter  as  in  some  instances  special  forms  of 
education  may  be  essential  for  some  of  the  children  and  this 
may  be  necessary  at  a  very  early  age,  2  years  in  the  case  of 
blind  and  totally  deaf  children. 

Dr.  B.  R.  A.  Demaine  and  Dr.  H.  F.  Fullwood  are 
responsible  for  the  ascertainment  of  pupils  in  need  of  special 
educational  treatment,  which  is  a  most  exacting  duty,  in 
addition  to  the  routine  inspections  of  school  children  and  the 
regular  supervision  of  pupils  under  observation  for  health 
reasons  at  the  school  clinics  held  at  regular  intervals  throughout 
the  school  year.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

Local  Hospital  services  are  administered  by  the 
Rotherham  and  Mexborough  Hospital  Management  Committee 
and  the  Barnsley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  on  behalf 
of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  Montagu 
Hospital,  Mexborough,  Moorgate  General  Hospital,  Rotherham 
and  the  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  requiring  hospital  isolation 
are  usually  admitted  to  Kendray  Isolation  Hospital,  Barnsley 
and  exceptionally  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Doncaster. 

Maternity  Hospital  Services  are  available  at  the 
Montagu  Hospital,  Mexborough,  St.  Helen’s  Hospital,  Barnsley 
and  Moorgate  General  Hospital,  Rotherham.  During  1960, 
124  mothers  with  homes  in  the  Mexborough  Urban  District 
were  confined  in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  in  the  area. 
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CHEST  CLINIC 


The  Chest  Clinic  is  situated  at  “Whateley  House” 
Cemetery  Road,  Mexborough  and  sessions  are  held  as

PROBLEM  FAMILIES 

Meetings  are  held  in  January,  May  and  October  of  a 
Committee  formed  for  the  correlation  of  information  relating  to 
children  neglected  or  ill-treated  in  their  own  homes.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  designated  Officer  and  the 
following  Departments  and  Organisations  are  represented  on 
the  Committee  : 

The  Public  Health  Department  by  Medical  Officers, 
Health  Visitors,  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  and  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

The  Education  Department  by  the  Divisional  Education 
Officer  and  School  Welfare  Officers. 

The  Welfare  Department  by  the  Divisional  Welfare 
Officer  and  Assistant  Children’s  Officer. 

Representatives  from  the  N.S  P.C.C.,  Probation  Service, 
N.C.B.  Welfare  Division,  National  Assistance  Board, 
S.S.A.F.A.  and  the  Church  of  England  Diocesan  Moral 
Welfare  Council. 

The  information  available  from  all  these  sources  is 
correlated  at  the  Meeting  and  decisions  taken  by  the  Committee 
as  to  the  best  method  of  assisting  these  families  and  improving 
their  circumstances.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Second  Five  Year  Slum  Clearance  Programme  was 
commenced  during  the  year  and  44  houses  were  represented 
in  Clearance  Areas  and  16  houses  dealt  with  as  being  individ¬ 
ually  unfit.  36  families  made  up  of  109  persons  were  rehoused 
and  98  houses  were  demolished.  The  worst  of  the  houses, 
which  had  been  included  in  the  First  Five  Year  Slum  Clearance 
Programme  had  all  been  demolished  though  it  was  estimated 
that  a  further  200  houses  had  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  second 
five  year  programme. 

The  area  still  suffered  from  Atmospheric  Pollution  both 
Industrial  and  Domestic,  and  until  the  settlement  of  the 
problem  of  Concessionary  Coal,  no  Smoke  Control  Areas 
were  considered. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  to  several  of  the  food 
premises  and  minor  alterations  were  made  to  the  two  private 
slaughterhouses. 

There  was  still  a  long  list  of  applicants  for  Council 
houses,  all  building  being  for  Slum  Clearance  tenants  only. 


Water  Supply 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council  owned  Ludwell 
Spring  and  Borehole  was  augmented  by  the  purchase  of  bulk 
supplies  from  Sheffield  Corporation.  There  were  no  shortages 
of  water  during  the  year  and  every  house  had  a  direct  supply 
from  the  mains.  The  quality  of  water  supplied  was  good  and 
no  trouble  was  experienced  throughout  the  year. 

13  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination, 
12  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Sewage  Disposal 

The  main  bulk  of  the  Sewage  from  the  Urban  District 
was  treated  at  the  Sewage  Works  at  Pastures  Road,  and 
although  these  were  working  to  capacity,  there  was  no  diffi¬ 
culty  experienced.  The  sewage  from  the  Roman  Terrace  Area 
of  the  town  continued  to  be  treated  at  Swinton.

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Complaints 

The  number  of  complaints  received  respecting  repairs 
to  property  and  nuisances  was  396,  which  was  just  slightly 
more  than  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

Overcrowding 

There  were  no  reports  of  excessive  overcrowding  during 
the  year  under  review. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

The  influx  of  caravans  into  the  district  caused  consider¬ 
able  trouble  to  the  Department.  Gypsy  type  caravans  were 
frequently  stationed  on  land  adjoining  Pastures  Road,  and 
after  every  visit  accumulations  of  refuse  were  left  behind. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Police  was  obtained  on  several 
occasions  to  move  the  caravans  from  the  unlicenced  sites. 

Seven  caravans  and  one  tent  found  their  way  on  to  a 
field  adjoining  the  Wharf,  Church  Street,  where  there  were 
no  proper  toilet  facilities  and  amenities.  The  owner  was 
pressed  to  remove  the  offending  caravans  and  tent,  but  an 
application  for  a  site  licence  was  received  from  him,  and  this 
was  issued,  subject  to  a  set  of  conditions  being  complied  with. 
The  number  of  caravans  on  the  site  increased  to  twenty  and 
no  improvements  of  any  kind  were  made. 

Three  caravans  on  another  site  were  given  short 
period  licences. 

Common  Lodging  House 

Twenty-five  inspections  of  the  premises  were  made  and 
defects  remedied  where  necessary. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Readings  were  obtained  from  9  lead  peroxide  gauges 
stationed  throughout  the  district  and  one  deposit  gauge  situated 
in  front  of  the  Council  Offices,  Adwick  Road. 
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The  deposit  gauge  readings  showed  a  similar  trend  as 
those  in  former  years  when  the  highest  readings  were  obtained 
during  the  Winter  months.  The  average  deposit  of  soot  per 
square  mile  per  month  was  20-32  tons,  a  figure  slightly  less 
than  the  one  of  21-42  tons  in  1958. 

The  registration  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  by  the  lead  peroxide 
method  showed  similar  figures  to  those  of  the  previous  year, 
the  highest  readings  occurring  again  during  the  Winter  half 
of  the  year.  It  was  unfortunate  that  several  of  the  lead  peroxide 
gauges  were  lost  due  to  damage  to  the  instruments. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  residents  in  the 
Western  part  of  the  area,  of  the  amount  of  obnoxious  fumes 
from  the  National  Coal  Board  Coking  and  By-Product  Plant 
at  Manvers  Main  Colliery. 

Little  improvement  in  the  cleansing  of  the  atmosphere 
was  seen.  It  is  not  anticipated  that  there  will  be  any  reduction 
in  the  figures  obtained  until  the  burning  of  raw  coal  is  restricted 
by  the  introduction  of  Clean  Air  Zones.  No  policy  on  this 
was  introduced  by  the  Council  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this 
will  not  be  so  until  the  problem  of  concessionary  coal  has 
reached  agreement  on  both  sides  of  the  industry. 

Observations  on  chimneys  in  the  Area  were  carried  out 
on  17  occasions  and  no  nuisance  was  committed. 

Details  of  the  readings  from  the  lead  peroxide  gauge 
and  deposit  gauge  are  included. 


Factories 

Apart  from  2  premises,  all  factories  were  engaged  in 
industry  of  a  light  nature,  and  there  were  no  serious  complaints 
concerning  any  of  them  during  the  year.  There  were  61 
factories,  49  of  them  with  power.

Housing  in  the  Area 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  was 
5,532,  which  was  a  reduction  of  36  from  the  figures  for  the 
preceding  year.  Of  these  2,030  were  Council  owned  houses. 

House  Erection 

60  houses  were  built  by  the  Local  Authority  and  2  by 
private  enterprise. 

Housing  Clearance  and  Demolition 

The  year  marked  the  beginning  of  the  second  Five  Year 
Slum  Clearance  Programme,  in  which  it  was  estimated  that 
a  total  of  200  houses  would  be  dealt  with.  It  was  decided  to 
deal  first  with  the  areas  that  could  be  redeveloped,  as  building 
land  was  limited. 
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Two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  involving  26  houses 
in  Kirby  Street  were  made  and  a  further  20  houses  situated  in 
Foundry  Lane  were  dealt  with  as  a  clearance  area.  16  other 
houses  were  made  subject  to  demolition  orders  under  Section 
17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957. 

A  total  of  98  houses  were  actually  demolished  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  95  persons  in  33  families  were  rehoused  from 
clearance  areas.  14  persons  and  5  families  were  also  rehoused 
from  individually  unfit  houses. 


Housing  Inspection  and  Repair 

2,697  houses  were  inspected  through  the  year  for  various 
reasons,  and  repairs  were  carried  out  in  342  houses,  306  by 
owners  after  informal  notice,  and  33  after  formal  action.  In 
3  other  cases  the  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 
In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  seek  legal  action  in  court.

SECTION  “F” 

PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

187  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  received 
in  1960,  of  which  185  were  confirmed.  In  1959  there  were 
334  confirmed  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases. 
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Scarlet  Fever 

Only  19  cases  were  notified,  as  against  a  total  of  50 
corrected  notifications  in  1959.  70%  of  these  related  to 

children  of  school  age. 


Whooping  Cough 

The  85  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  represented 
nearly  half  the  total  of  all  Infectious  Diseases  during  1960. 
38  cases  were  in  children  over  the  age  of  5  years  and  47  amongst 
school  children.  Only  7  cases  were  notified  in  1959  and  1 
in  1958. 

Measles 

Following  the  outbreak  of  measles  late  in  1958  and 
early  in  1959,  only  22  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in 
1960  and  all  these  were  in  children  of  5  years  of  age  or  under. 

Dysentery 

45  cases  were  notified  compared  with  75  in  1959.  As 
in  the  previous  year,  the  complaint  was  comparatively  mild  and 
there  was  no  complications. 

Meningococcal  Infection 

4  cases  were  confirmed  during  the  year,  one  of  which 
had  been  originally  notified  as  a  case  of  poliomyelitis  and  re¬ 
diagnosed.  All  were  treated  in  hospital  and  there  were  no 
deaths  attributed  to  this  disease  during  the  year. 


Pneumonia 

7  of  the  8  cases  notified  were  adults  aged  25  and  over 
and  the  8th  was  a  child  under  the  age  of  1  year.  There  were 
10  deaths  from  Pneumonia  in  1960 

The  following  table  details  all  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  in  Mexborough  during  1960  with  the  age 
distribution  after  the  correction  of  the  diagnosis.

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Tuberculosis 


4  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  3  males  and 
1  female,  were  notified  to  this  office  during  the  year.  A  noti¬ 
fication  was  also  received  in  respect  of  a  young  woman  suffering 
from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  number  of  new  cases 
show  a  reduction  of  2  on  the  total  of  6  recorded  in  1959  and 
as  a  result  the  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  case  incidence  rate 
fell  from  032  per  1,000  population  to  0.21  in  1960. 

There  was  1  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  but 
none  from  other  forms  of  the  disease.  The  death  rate  of  0*05 
per  1,000  estimated  population  is  the  second  lowest  recorded, 
following  a  rate  of  0'00  last  year.
